Bloodhounds were sent from .il- 
by Prison, state penitentiary here, 
to Mamye, 82 miles southeast, on 
receipt of word that the negro 
wrecked the couple’s machine, in 
which he escaped, Thursday morn- 
ing. 

Reports from Barbour and Bul- 
lock Counties said large posses of 
citizens were organizing for the 
search. 

Miss Clark suffered severe inju- 
ries, but when she recovered con- 
sciousness she walked to a railroad 
track nearby, where she made her 
way to a basket factory in Hobo- 
ken, suburb of Eufaula. 

William Rutland, of Hoboken, 
rushed her to the hopital in Eufau- 
la, where an alarm was given and 
a posse quickly organized to search 
for the fugitive.
